plicity in the lynching of three ne­ 
groes, Coker, Allen and Duncan, on 
the night of April 14 last. 
The at­ 
torneys for the state claim to have 
discovered a great deal of new evi­ 
dence and it is likely that many new 
witnesses will be called. 
Prosecuting 
Attorney Patterson will have the as­ 
sistance of both Attorney 
General 
Hadley and Assitant Attorney Gener­ 
al Kennish. 
More than 500 subpoenas 
for 
witnesses 
have 
already 
been 
served. 


'The lynching of the three negroes 
attracted 
wide attention throughout 
the country. 
They were hanged to a 
statue of liberty in the public square, 
and this ironical circumstance alone 
caused much comment. 
One of the 
victims of the mob was charged with 
criminal assault. 
The unwritten law 
demanded his death and the speedy 
justice was meted out by the angry 
citizens. 
T w o other negroes, charged 
only with minor offenses, were later 
hanged by the mob, mad with the lust 
of blood, and a reign of terror for 
both whites and blacks ensued. 
Aside from arry question

the 
guilt or innocense of the accused men, 
it is evident that the majority of the 
people of Springfield are strong in the 
hope that Gooch and Galbraith will be 
acquitted. 
Race hatred is strong here, 
as in nearly all 
southern

that the lynching and riots were but

period of continual friction between 
the races.
